Claims 1 to 5 relate to subject-matter considered by this Authority to be covered 
by the provisions of Rule 67.1 (iv) POT. Consequently, no opinion will be 
formulated with respect to the industrial applicability of the subject-matter of these 
claims (Article 34(4)(a)(l) PCT). 

SECTION V: 

1) Document D2 already describes pharmaceutical compositions comprising a 
CGRP antagonist (see the abstract, column 1, line 24, and the claims). 

Therefore the subject-matter of clainn 9 to 1 1 is not novel (Article 33 (2) PCT). 

2) The use of CGRP antagonists for the treatment of psoriasis is not obvious in view 
of the documents cited in the Search report. 

Therefore the subject-matter of claims 1 to 8 and 12 to 14 involves an inventive 
step. 

3) For the assessment of the present cJaims 1 to 5 on the question whether they are 
industrially applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States. The 
patentability can also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims. The EPO, 
for example, does not recognize as industrially applicable the subject-matter of 
claims to the use of a compound in medical treatment, but may allow, however, 
claims to a known compound for fir^ use in medical treatment and the use of such 
a compound for the manufacture of a medicament for a new medical treatment.
